Thiepval and Ireland. 


On Saturday the War Memorial to the 
Ulster Division was unveiled on the scene 
of its deathless valour at Thiepval. Our 
Correspondent describes the ceremony in 
language which makes us forget for the 
moment the doleful course of Irish history 
since the days of that famous fighting 
on the Somme. The advance of the 
36th Division at Thiepval was an out- 
standing deed of the war. It has become 
one of Ulster’s most precious traditions 
and, in happier times, will be a part of 
the national tradition. Other outstanding 
deeds are associated with other lrishmen. 
There is hardly a battlefield in France, 
Flanders, or the East which is not 
enriched with Irish blood and Irish 
memories. The barren peninsula of 
Gallipoli is a Helen’s Tower for the 
whole of Ireland. In those great and 
terrible days there was no: “ partition 
between the soldiers of the six counties 
and those of the twenty-six. Ulstermen, 
Leinstermen, and Munstermen fought and 
died together. Almost within the shadow 
of the Ulster Memorial lies a little 
cemetery where “ The Connaughts’’ sleep. 
Many good Irishmen—among them, John 
Redmond and his brave brother—hoped 
and prayed that the common sacrifice, the 
common heroism, would heal the discerd 
of centuries, and that the via dolorosa of 
Messines and Thiepval would lead us to 
the gateway of a united Ireland. Perhaps, 
their prayers were not so fruitless as they 
seemed to be when John Redmond died of 
a broken heart. To-day we stand once 
more upon the threshold of opportunity. 

The speeches at Albert were free from 
politics; but Irishman fail to 
associate Saturday s ceremony with the 
crisis which now occupies all our minds. 
We are told that an Irish settlement, on 
a basis of national unity, is possible if 
North-East Ulster will consent to come 
intoit. “The whole of Ireland and the whole 
Empire desire such a settlement ; but how 
is it to be achieved? Of one thing the 
pilgrimage to Thiepval assures us: it is 
not to be achieved by force. In honouring 
her dead Ulster honoured all the loyalty, 
the courage, the pride, the force of 
character which have made her what she 
is—a community fixed upon the ancient 
ways, and therefore slow to be moved, but 
indispensable to the fulness and progress 
of the nation. Such a community is not 
to be coerced. It will listen to argument, 
but even the most compelling argument 
will’ be made ineffective by menaces of 
force. It is the height of folly to approach 
North-East Ulster—as many politicians 
and newspapers are approaching her now— 
in a fashion that brings instinctively to 
her lips her old war-cry of “ No 
Surrender.” The brothers and fathers cf 
the men who died at Thiepval are not 
going to surrender to the threat that their 
flanks soon will be left uncovered by reason 
of the retreat of the English Unionists, Sinn 
Feimers ought to ask themselves whether 
a like threat, mutandis, 
weaken their own resolution. It is an 
excellent thing, when you are grappling 
with another man’s psychology, to try to 
put yourself in his place. We do not 
think that Sinn Fein has made any serious 
attempt to understand Ulster’s fears and 
suspicions or to appreciate how much, 
from her own point of view, she is being 
asked to forget. 

If Ulster is to be won, she must be won 
in two ways—by appeals to her patriotisni 
and self-interest and by specific guarantees

The situation is 
very simple. North-East Ulster is 
obliged—not by the British Government. 
but by an accumulating pressure of 
cirqumstances—to make her choice between 
two sets of risks. One set consists of the 
risks which she sees in an All-Ireland 
settlement. They include a submergence 
of her identity, interference with her 
trade; and all the other dangers of what 
Sir James Craig calls “ Sinn Fein domina- 
tion.” The other risks are those which 
she must face if she insists upon a position 
of political, moral, and—almost inevit- 
ably—economic isolation from the re- 
mainder of Ireland. The latter risks are 
real and substantial, as every business 
man in Ulster is bound to admit: but. if 
Ulster thinks that both sets are equally 
substantial, she will prefer the risks of 
isolation. It must be Nationalist Tre- 
land’s task to convince her that the risks 
of an All-Ireland settlement exist onlv in 
her own mind—that she will 
separated from the Empire 
remain her own mistress 
that concern her political, social. and 
economic welfare. If the British Govern- 
ment and Sinn Fein, between them, can 
produce such guarantees as will satisfy 
Ulster’s doubts, the Peace Conference will 
succeed.

The egg of 
anarchy that he has warmed in the sun of 
his approval will become a full-sized cobra 
unless the Indian Government plays the 
mongoose without further delay.

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NUMBERED ROADS. 


- 


It has been known for some considerable 
time that the Ministry of Transport has decided 
to number and classify the principal roads in 
the British Isles, thus following the examp/e 
of cur friends in France. A stranger may be 
dropped in France by an aeroplane on any 
main road, and he is able to tell in a moment 
his whereabouts, and the direction he should 
follow to reach Paris, by the numbers on . the 
signposts and kilometre stones. 

While the proposed new system does not 
exactly follow that of the French (says the 
Wotor Cycle), it is one which is complete, and 
ii now only remains for the County Councils 
to follow the scheme for them by the 
Ministry of Transport. oe i 

England and Wales are divided into six 
sectors, radiating from London, bounded by the 
great highways Al, A2, A3, A4, AS, A6. Sector 
1 is to the right of road Al, which is our old 
friend the Great North road; Sector 2 is to the 
right of A2, the Dover road, and the system 15 
followed likewise up to A6, working round the 
map in a clockwise direction. All roads begin- 
ning in Sector 1 are numbered on the sectional 
radial system, and the numbers allagated to 
these roads, with the figure 1 as the first 
figure; for example, Al2, A110, B19, B156, and 
go on. and the same number is applied to all 
sectors: thus in Sector 4 the numbers are 
A410. B41. and so on. In addition, it may be 
possible to find A47 in Sector 5. as roads do not 
necessarily terminate at a road bounding @ 
sector. and this indicates that road A47 has its 
origin in Sector 4

To-day is the sixtieth birthday of the Ear! of 
Cork and Orrery, who succeeded his father as 
tenth Earl in 1904. One of his ancestors was 
the Rev. John Boyle, who became Bishop of 
Cork and Cloyne. Another, Sir Richard Boyle 
Kt.. known in history as “the great Earl of 
Cork,” was raised to the peerage in 1616 as 
Baron Boyle of Youghal, and four years later 
was made Earl of Cork and Viscount Dun- 
garvan. Titles were somewhat plentiful in his 
family. His second son was created Baron of 
Bandon Bridge and Viscount Boyle, and, as he 
left no family, bis honours passed by special 
remainder to his elder brother. The third son 
was made Baron Broghill in 1627, and after the 
Restoration was made Earl of Orrery The 
great Earl's fourth son was created Viscount 
Shannon, and his fifth son, Robert, the cele- 
brated philosopher, declined all peerages and 
honours which were offered him. On the 
death of the fourth Eari of Cork without male 
issue, his kinsman, the Ear! of Orrery, suc- 
ceeded to his Irish titles, thus uniting the two 
Earldoms.

SIR J. SIMON’S VIEWS. 


. 


The Right Hon. Sir John Simon, K.C.V.O., 
was one of the speakers at the opening meeting 
on Saturday night of the College Historical 
Society in Trinity College, Dublin. The Lord 
Chancellor of Ireland presided. 

The Auditor, Mr. R, Brereton Barry, delivered 
his inaugural] address on the subject of “* Labour 
in Parliament.” 

Proposing 8 vote of thanks to him, Sir John 
Simon declared that until the Labour Party got 
rl of class conseiousness in the movement he 
did not think that they would succeed in making 
themee] es a real Labour Party. Moreover, the 
time was rapidly approaching when clearer in- 
dications would have to be given as to the road 
along which they would have to travel. 

“ The Auditor, discussing “Labour in Parlia- 
ment,” said that the Labour Party in this 
country had not yet obtained Parliamentary 
representation. it had not had an opportunity 
of submitting its policy to the electorate, and 
there was no definite proof that any such policy 
had been formulated. Those who believed in 


Parliamentary government would at once per- | 


ceive the dangers of such enforeed inactiyity, 
and when they heard authoritative statements 
made that the Irish Labour movement was, with 
the sinister exception of the Russian, the most 
advanced in Europe, they would see how neces- 
sary ib was that Irishmen should consider— 
while there was yet time—in what direction 
that advance w- ing made and how far they 
desired it to proceed. 

In the Labour world, since the breakdown of 
the Triple Alliance, a truce founded on com- 
promise and skilfully concealing the real, though 
it might be temporary, triumph ef the Parlia- 
mentarians over the advocates of “ direct 
action,’ had existe’, and another problem was 
now uppermost in the minds of those concerned 
with the future of the Labour Party. That 
was whether the Labour Party, which form 
for the first time in its history an alternative 
to the Government now in power, was to be a 
party of class or a party of ideas. On the 
answer to that q ion depended the whole 
— of ve Party. 

e believed the argument that workingmen 
could only be represented by members of heir 
own class to be fundamentally unsound, and to 
rest on & completely fallacious conception of the 
duties of a member of Parliament. 

DUEL FOR A SOUL. 


The duel between Liberalism and Socialism 
for the soul of the workingman was in many 
ways an uneven battle. Liberalism had all the 
disadvantages of an unwieldy Goliath, and its 
adversary all David’s disregard for the 
amenities of polite warfare. 

The alliance between Mr. Keir Hardie and 
his supporters and the trade unions, formally 
crea at the Bradford conference in 1893, 
gs the chief point au oe between 

young organisation the Social Demo- 
cratic F gleenilien which had preceded it. The 
new Labour Party set out to woo the trade 
unions, and in all courtships there was some- 
thing of hy isy.- Thus was formed the 
alhance upon which the Labour Party was built 
up and still rests. 

In February, 1900, the Labour Representa- 
tion Committee was formed, and the purpose of 
the Bradford Union was fulfilled. he three 
possible courses before the Labour Party were 
a Radical alliance, a social revolutionary pro- 
gramme, and an adherence to a strict labour 
policy which would be acceptable to trade 
unionists. The very vagueness of this last sug- 
gestion proved its chief attraction, and it was 
ultimately adopted. 

The present position of the Labour Party was 
illustrated by a recent prophecy of a Labour 
leader, that at the next election 500 Labour 
candidates would take the field. The party was 
pledged to a policy of anti-militarism and ex-

CHARACTERISTICS ANALYSED. 


The Right Hon. Sir John Simon, K.C.V.O., 
Cn the thanks of the Socieiy to the 
Auditor. He said that in his address the Auditor 
had raised a big, a very big question, and an 
interesting and very burning question—a ques- 
tion which already assumed historical im- 
portance, and like most historical questions it 
was a es? 4 dificult one to answer, because it 
dealt wi things that had very recenily 
occurred, 

The Auditor had stated that so far as Ireland 
was concerned it had not yet elected a Labour 
representative to the House of Commons at 
Westminster. It was not for him (Sir John) 
to say why that was the case, but could not 
si thinking that it might be that the country 
had found by experience that it was provided 
with all the materials for disturbing manifesta- 
tions without calling for: any new and untried 
agency. (Laughter.) 

The uprising of the Labour Party was an 
enormously interesting fact, and gave one 
furiously to think, because they took a certain 
deep interest in the development of public 
affairs. 

It became important to ask what was really 
the nature of this new vigorous combination, 
and was it going to satisfy the testa which the 
Party ought to able to respond to? 

here were three observations he would 
venture to make. First of all, it was unques- 
tionably true, ag a matter of fact, that the 
modern Labour Party based itself to a large 
extent upon a speci appeal to the wage 
earners, artisans, and hand workers of the 
country. That was undoubtedly a

What really were the principles which lay at 
the back of that at and significant move- 
ment?

he third thing to remember, and most im- 
ant of all, was that liberty—individual 
iberty, after all, went to express that great 
conception in its different applications—had got 
something about it which, in the true sense, 
ad its own reward. Once they felt they had 
really applied—in whatever direction it was ap- 
plied—thte sacred principle, they contributed 
fomething to the dignity of the world and the 
manliness of life which was not to be measured 
in the scales of literal result, but produced a 
spiritual change in the whole community which 
enjoyed that advantage. (Applause.) 
NOT VERY SUCCESSFUL. 

Mr. Serjeant Hanna, FC. seconded the 
motion. e said that, so far as he could see, 
having regard to the universal suffrage, it was 
necessary to contemplate the certainty of a 
Labour Government in Parliament. So far 
Labour had not been very successful. It had 
been exploited now by one party and again by 
another. He was not one of those who were afraid 
of having Labour representatives in Parliament, 
but he could not see how or why they. should 
be excluded. Sir John Simon had spoken of the 
great need of sympathy, but so far as the 
workers were concerned it was not merely sym- 
pathy they were in quest of, but the right to 
see to the improvement of the conditions of life 
themselves. 

It was a day of changes. For example, there 
was at present somewhat of an exodus by a 
certain class to Northern Ireland, and a little 
girl, hearing her father say that they were 
going there, exclaimed, “‘ Good-bye, God; we are 
going to Belfast to-morrow.’ (Laughter.) 

The resolution was agreed to. 

Mr. T. M. Healy, K.C., moved that the 
Auditor’s address be printed. He said that 
some people seemed io apprehend some tre- 
mendous cataclysm from the election of a num- 
ber of hard-worked men who were sent to West- 
minster. His experience did not suggest such 
fears to him. 

His desire was to see those men forming .not 
a section of a Government, but a whole Govern- 
ment, for then, how very soon they ,would be 
brought to their senses. (Laughter.) In his 
belief, the Labour Party of the future would be 
split up by envy and jealousy, and by those 
other things which helped to make life wortb 
living. 

THE TRUE SOLVENT. 

He was not afraid of Labour, though some of 
the Anglo-Irish developments pointed a little 
in the direction of trying to maintain a Parlia- 
mentary majority. He saw no solvent maxim 
fitted to be applied to- the position, 
except the maxim of the Scriptures: “ Do 
unto others as you would wish them to 
do unto you.” that was the true solvent of the 
Labour problem. These men had not been 
having enough of the cut off the joint; they 
had not been having enough butter on their 
bread or sweet breath or atmosphere in their 
houses, but had been huddled together, and 
that state of misery should be got rid of. 

Aithough the future Labout Party might not 
have a university education and might come 
from the mine, the shuttle and the loom, he 
welcomed their probable accession to power.

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CAPTURE IN A LOFT. 


Eight young men were returned for trial to 
the Assizes on Saturday at Armagh on a charge 
of having unlawfully assaulted and falsely 
imprisoned Peter Duffy and Patrick Bolton, 
and at the same time taken part in the pro- 
ceedings of an unlawful, itious, and pre- 
tended Court, 

Mr. F. J. Anderson, Crown Solicitor, prose- 
cuted, and the defendants, who refused to 
recognise the Court, were not professionally 
represented, \ 

Peter Duffy, one of the two pedlare, told the 
story of hie capture, and of his subsequent 
release by the police. He said that while in 
the company of Bolton they found a piece of oil- 
cloth on the road and brought it to Castle- 

layney. When they left a public-house in the 
town they were arrested by a number of the 
LR.A. on a charge of stealing the oilcloth., 
They were carried off in a motor car by men, 
three of whom had revolvers. After a time 
they reached a house where they were tried by 
a Republican Court, and when Duffy said that 
he had found the oilcloth he was told that 
he should have given it to his clergyman. They 
were sentenced to two days’ imprisonment and 
to be deported from County Armagh. A guard 
was placed in charge of them, which was 
changed at intervals. 

After a time Duffy and. Bolton, who were 
lying down, were told to get up and stand 

ainst the wall. One of the guard asked if 
they knew men called the R.ILC., the “ Black 
and Tans,”’ the Auxiliaries, or Specials. Duffy 
replied that he did, unfortunately, and the man 
in ee said, “I hear they are on our tracks. 
Remember, .we will fight to the last while there 
is a round in the gun or rifle. My orders are 
from beadquarters. Before we surrender you 
alive we ehall do you in.” 

Subsequently the police gurrounded the 
house, and the four men of the guard were 
then present, as well as two othere who had 
come about 11 o'clock on “ visiting rounds.”’ 
Witness heard a voice shout, “Come out: 
you're surrounded by military and police: 
surrender!" Captain McKeown, one of the 
defendants, said, “ No, never, never!” A brick 
or stone came through the window, and the 
mén inside consulted. The captain said. “We 
had better surrender, or we will all be shot 
They will throw bombs and blow the house up.” 
The men in the loft threw down their arms 
and surrendered. 

Patrick Bolton, pediar, 
corroborative evidence. 

Head Constable O'Donnell stated that the 
police arrived at about midnight, and heard 
volces in a loft, in which there was a light 
He threw 2 few stones, and shouted 
** Police! The -houso is surrounded ; come down 
and eurrender."’ A _ voic replied from the in- 
side, “No surrender; never, never!”

UNIVERSITY AND THE 
NATION’S LIFE. 


——— -&——— 


Convocation of“ the National University 
of Ireland arranged a picturesque recep- 
tion for Mr. de Valera at University College, 
Dublin, on Saturday, when he formaajly took his 
place as Chancellor of the Univers¥¥, in succes- 
sion to the late Archbishop Walsh. 

The staff ‘of the College, the graduates and 
students, the members of Convocation Com- 
mittee, and the general public made a striking 
demonstration. A company of Irish Volunteers, 
connected with the College, stood to attention 
as the gates were opened to receive the Chan- 
cellor. Professors and graduates, in their 
academic robes, lent a touch of colour to the 
assembly. 

The Chairman of Convocation (Dr. Cox) and 
the Clerk (Mr. Swift MacNeill) received Mr. de 
Valera, and conducted him to the robing room, 
from which a procession of students, graduates, 
bachelors , masters, and doctors, representing 
the constituent colleges of Dublin, Cork, May- 
nooth, and Galway, led him to the Council 
Chamber, where he was received by the 
President of Universit College, Dublin (Dr. 
Coffey), and other officials, representing the 
Governing Body. The Lord Mayor, as a mem- 
ber of that body, was present. In addition, 
there was a large aibeniinnes. including many 
ladies. = ‘ 
DOR. COFFEY’S WELCOME, 

When the Chancellor had taken his seat, 

_ Dr. Coffey welcomed the new Chancellor, Bay- 
ing that in the great assembly which he was 
about to meet he would receive signal testi- 
mony of loyal obedience and profound respect, 
and of the warmest personal affection. ‘“ In 
any University in the world such a gathering 
would have unique significance. In ours it 
speaks for facts, with a directness and truth un- 
mistakable. This day will remain for ever one 
of the most notable in the history of the Univer- 
sity. .... On behalf of all the members of 
University College, Dublin, I beg to convey to 
you the expression of our most respectful greet- 
ing, and of our union with all the other mem- 
bers of the University, in the ‘addresses of loyal 
devotion which you are about to receive.” 

Two addresses of welcome—one in Irish (read 
by Mr. Michael Hayes, M.A.) and one in Latin 
(read by Mr. M. Tierney, M.A.)—from Convoca- 
tion were presented to the Chancellor. - 

Rev. M. Troy, M.A., Maynooth; Dr. Thomas 
Dillon, Professor of Chemistry in Galway 
College, and Professor Walsh, Cork, presented 
addresses in Irish. 

The Chancellor, speaking in Irigh, acknow- 
gad the demonstrations of good-will. He con- 
tinued :— 

“The chieftancy of this hation’s -University 
at this time certainly presents a field for en- 
deavour and achievement wide enough to satisfy 
the deedful lust of an Alexander. I am not 
blind to the wealth of @¢pportunity you have en- 
trusted to me. I promise to try to prove 
worthy of the trust.” 

HIS IDEA OF A UNIVERSITY. 

In reply to an address presented by the 
students, assembled in the Central Hall of the 
College, 

The Chancellor said :— “ A nation’s University 
should not a machine for casting standard 
types and span oe them off. Nor should it 
be merely a venerable seat of learning—a musty 
old library could be that! These are only what 
a University may degenerate into if it stands 
serenely apart in artificial isolation. A nation’s 
University, to be worthy, should throb with the 
full current of the nation’s life, scintillate: with 
‘the living fires of the nation’s soul, reflecting 
back again upon the nation its own most energis-. 
ing beams, and transmitting to all mankind the 
glow of its warmth and its light. 

“ This is what we ambition for our ‘Univer- 
sity, and our University, like our nation’s new- 
born freedom, is young. The morning ie with 
us, and we are exultant in its freshness and in 
our own vigour. The lavish love of the Gael 
‘for its own will soon make the starving niggard- 
liness of the foreigner a nightmare of the past. 

* Already we are rich in prestige and wealthy 
in the heritage of our mother of scholars and of 
saints. Standing here on the threshold of the 
future, then, we may well salute’ it, and resolve 
together to make our dreams for our Univer- 
sity and our nation come, every one of them, 
true.” 

With the exception of the brief speech of Dr. 
Coffey, no word of English was spoken during 
the ceremonial] proceedings.

The body lay overnight at ita Roman 
Catholic Cathedral in charge of a guo*d.of 
honour of Volunteers, and at noon a Requiem 
High Mass, presided over by Most Rev. Dr. 
Cohalan, was held, representatives of the Cork 
Corporation, Harbour Board, Board of 
Guardians, Rural District Council, County 
Council, and others being present, as well as 
the Lord Mayor of Dublin, Mrs. O'Donovan, 
Mayor of Limerick and members of the Cor- 
poration, the Lord Mayor of Cork (Mr. Dona] 
O'Callaghan), Mrs. O'Callaghan, Limerick; and 
members of Dail Eireann, including :—Messrs. 
Michael! Collins, Minister of Finance, and Austin 
Stack, representing Mr. de Valera, who was un- 
able to attend. 

The funeral took an hour to pass a given 
point, and was over two miles long. 

At the conclusion of the Mass, Dr. Cohalan 
said that he desired to convey his sympathy to 
the family of the deceased man and ‘co the 
Boards and other associations with which he 
was connected. He was a trusted leader of 
the Transport Workers’ Union, but he was also 
a Catholic leader, and was determined. to keep 
the Transport Union on Catholic lines. His 
death was é tragic, and had evoked wide- 
spread sympat 73 which he was 
tensified and saddened by the very 
viction that they weré on the ev. of peace. 
There was a very general impression ‘hat their 
representatives in London—very able men— 
would secure peace; that they would soon bring 
to Ireland peace with honour, and it was par- 
ticularly tragic and pathetic to see one of the 
trusted leaders stricken down on the eve, as 
they hoped, of peace. 

At the head of the procession there marched 
twenty Volunteers bearing floral offerings, and 
several thousand Volunteers march four 
deep, with eight bands. The Most Rev. Dr. 
Cohalen and eighty of his clergy took part in 
the funeral. 

At the graveside Mr. Sean Hegart 
an oration, three volleys were fired,

UNEMPLOYMENT SPREADING.

Unemployment is increasing, and 
crowds of men are to be seen outside the Labour 
Exchange and the White Cross distributing 
offices. 

The postal service is completely disorganised, 
and whenever the mails reach or leave Bantry 
they are carried by the military. Letters are 
from four days to a week before they are de- 
livered, and newspapers, which are brought to 
the town by private cars, are from two to 
three days old. There has been only one parcel 
post delivery since the trains ceased to run,

MR. DE VALERA | ANTIDOTE TO 


IGNORANCE. 


ADVICE TO YOUNG 
SURGEONS. 


- - 


Sir William de Courey Wheeler, the Vice- 
President,. presided at the annual prize dis- 
tribution of the Royal College of Surgeons in 
Ireland in the Examination Hall of the College 
on Saturday. 

The Vice-President, in opening the proceed- 


‘ings, expressed his great regret at the absence, 


through illness, of the President, Mr, E. H. 
Taylor, than whom there hud never been a 
President in office of greater surgical distinction, 
nor one who took more interest in the students 
of the College. (Hear, hear.) 

Proceeding, he said that they were living in 
better times than when they last met. Now, as 
then, they were doctors first, and they still 
thought that medicine, religion, and poljtics 
were an explosive mixture altogether outside 
the College Pharmacoperia. (Laughter.) At the 
same time, they could not too often repeat that 
there was no bar in the. College to a man be- 
cause he came from the North or the South; 
there was no bias in favour of one religion 

ainst another, and they were proud to think 

at men from the North and men from the 
Sonth were represerited on their governing 
body—all working together for the benefit of an 
(Applause. ) 

The Provost of Trin‘ty College the other night 
expressed the view that, whatever happened in 
this country, there would always be room for 
the physician and the clergyman; on the same 
occasion he (the Vice-President) ventured to 
hope that a place would also be found for the 
surgeon. (Laughter.) The duties of a clergy- 
man became considerably lessened when the 
services of a surgeon were requisitioned in time. 
In these days of reduction in MEAS og. except 
income tax let them hope that the day was 
coming when the governing bodies of medical 
schools, with the blessing of the General Council 
and the full approval of the professorial staff, 
would see fit to reduce the number of lectures 
which students were at present compelled to 
attend. Sir Charles Symonds, at the Royal 
Calle of Surgeons in England this year, 
thought with many of them that the medica! 
student, in the early years of his studies, was 
worked too hard, and that the present system 
prevented fr m of thought, checked the 

wer of observation, a.‘ fatigued the brain. 

t seemed to him (the Vice-President) that the 
tax on a student’s mind was too great; in the 
end his memory failed him and much of the 
learning came to naught. Optional lectures 
might partially solve the difficulty. 

t would be wrong, on the other hand, to 
deprive men of a good lecture on a subject 
on which they needed at least preliminary guid- 
ance. If he were to presume to give advice to 
budding surgeons, he. would say, “ Travel and 
see the work of others.” Personal first-hand 
intercourse with the men of other lands, espe- 
cially when the mind was young and plastic, 
was the best antidote against ignorance. : 

Particularly was it necessary for an Irish 
suxgeon to travel. They would be safe as sur: 
geons so long as they kept moving forward— 
the work of ten years ago was as antiquated 
as the motor car of ten years ago, and it was 
only to — observers that it appeared 
the same thing.

noon at the annual meeting of the supporters 
of St. Vincent's Orphanage, Glasnevin. 

Mr. Joseph M‘Dermott eubmitted a report on 
the working of the institution durin e year 
1920, in which it was stated that 150 orphans 
were maintained, which made a heavy demand 
on the limited resources of the Committee, 
the entire cost of support being borne in some 
eases by the Confraternity of the St. Vincent 
de Paul Society. 

In consequence of the high cost of living the 
Councils of Ireland and Dublin gave a gratuity 
of £600 to supplement the £25 a year a boy 
already being paid. : 

Educationally the Orphanage stood high 
among the secondary and primary schools of 
the city. At the last Intermediate examina- 
tions 16 of the pupils were successful. The 
musical education of the boys was not ne- 
glected, and in the sports field St. Vincent's 
stood unrivalled for keen interest, 

The Committee mpennted with confidence to 

the public for contributions 
to assist it in continuing the meritorious work, 

The balance sheet for the year showed that 
Bui was an overdraft of £1,223 due to the 

ank. 

The Chairman eaid that the main object, of 
the meeting was to help the Orphanage to 
carry on its work. The present time was try- 
ing for the private individual owing to the 
high cost of living, but it was «till more trying 
to the conductors of such a large institution. 

The Orphanage wae founded the Dublin 
Conference of Vincent de Paul in 1856. 
It was situated at Mount Brown, but that was 
found to be too emall, and the present fine 
building was erected in 1863. Since then 
orphaned boye were being trained in body and 
mind by the Christian Brothers, to whom the 
Society had given it in charge. One great 
feature of the work was that they sent out 
boys free from any taint of pauperism, after 
having given them & training that fitted them 
to play their part in life as successful citizens. 
The report was adopted, and a subecription 
list was opened. The Archbishop headed the 
list with a contribution of £100, and Surgeon 
McArdle, Alderman J. H. Clark, and many 
others handed in generous donations.
